the month of Juno the enlargement 
am ou n ted , as we have before stated, to over a million 
and a half of dollars, and the total elnargcrnent from 
the time when the expansion began, 
in November, to 
the tim e when it ceased, was T w e n t y M i l l i o n s o r 
D o l l a r s . 
All 
this, notwithstanding 
it was wrung 
through the nation by the presses and orators who de­ 
fended the Bank during the panic, and by the official 
declaration o f the B a nk itself, that a regular curtail­ 
ment must be maintained to the end of its Charter.— 
W e stated, months ago, that we considered the extent 
of expansion to which the Hank had then gone, as un­ 
der the circumstances, impolitic. 
W e cannot refrain 
from saying, that we consider this policy, pursued as 
it has since been, as having put at hazard all the inter­ 
ests of trade throughout the country. 
Such a flooding 
o f the money market was never before known ; and is 
the action, so is the danger of re-action. 
There is 
nothing the matter with our pecuniary affairs, but what 
originates in the Hank ; there 
is 
no 
prospect of any 
evil before us but from the Hank ; and we are free to 
say nothing has been 
the matter 
within the three last 
years, but what had its origin with the Bank.* 
W h at, 
then, has been the effect of this mighty machine, which 
was created to regulate and give stability to our 
currency 1 
It has been, and it threatens to be, a little 
else than a central power of agitation, 
producing the 
most violent and fatal extremes. 
W e know it is said by many pnrtizan advocates of 
the Hank, that the only business of the Directors is, at 
least under present circumstances, to 
make the most 
money they can for the Stockholders. 
This doctrine 
lias been avowed in conversation and in print. 
Yet we 
hold it to be as wicked as it is dangerous. 
W o know 
very w ell, that in such cases it is chiefly the advance­ 
ment of his own interest that induces each individual to 
Decome a Stockholder. 
Yet 
it is aiways understood 
that private interest shall he promoted no farther llian 
is consistent wR*» £ ~ 
^ ^ « lic h in e n t of the public 
objects for which a charter 
is granted. 
Upon what 
ground was the Charter of the U. S. 
Bank asked?— 
Did any of its advocates, while it was before the peo­ 
ple, ever say that when the applicants had obtained the 
Charter, it would he used to till their own pockets, re­ 
gardless of the public gviod ? In advocating the renew­ 
al of the Charier, was any such doctrine put forth ?— 
JNo, never. 
T he public good was always, from be­ 
ginning to end, the argument which was urged, and the 
only argument. 
The Charter was 
advocated because 
the institution would facilitate the fiscal operations of 
Government, secure stability in the currency, furnish a 
safe and useful circulating medium, facilitate exchanges 
and 
in every way secure quiet and prosperity 10 ear 
affairs. 
To the performance of these trusts the Bank 
was most secredly pledged ; and 
the 
suggestion that 


so powerful but that nil the claims they could create, 
might, m a time of specie plentilulness, he paid up 
w ithout any severe change in the ordinary course of olh- j 
er institutions. 
Hut when the Unite»’ Slates Hank cur­ 
tails, there is no alternative but to meet the measure by j 
corresponding curtailment on the part o f other institu­ 
tions, for otherwise her demands would soon b eco m e so 
great as to sweep every dollar < ' their ready specie, 
and hring them to bankruptcy. 
T he Hank of the I oil­ 
ed States has at this moment fifty millions o f discounted 
notes and bills o f exchange in Boston, New Y ork, Phil­ 
adelphia, and Baltimore, wliirh fall due within ninety 
days 
Suppose the President were to fold his arms, 
and permit day after »lay to pass without re-issuing any 
of the immense sums which are paid in, and call weekly 
on the local banks to square their accounts with specie ? 
Sixty days would exhaust all the available specie of the 
four cities, and there would be an end of the business. 
Payments would of course have ceased. 
The Hank 
holds fifteen millions of domestic hills o f exchange in 
the cities o f N ew York and Philadelphia, payable in 
ninety days. 
These bills, a large proportion of them, 
belong to distant Branches. 
¡Suppose, without enlarg­ 
ing the discount lines in these cities, these hills should 
be permitted to fall due ; and instead of the money 
being sent back to be re-issued, it should l> ■ retained in 
the vaults of the mother and the N ew York Branch ; 
great distress would be the consequence, though the 
manner in which it was brought about might not ho 
apparent to all eyes. 
It was in this manner that the re­ 
sources of tin N ew York merchants were exhausted 
during (h i panic winter. 
Early in February, 1834, the 
Branch here put forth a statement to the public, as fol­ 
lows :—

A little reflection shows, that if the amount due to 
the mother and its branches had been sent where

to New- York in payment of debts due from distant 
traders. 
The account ought rather to have been stat­

If such a measure is not adopted, there is too 
much reason to fear that again panic willho upon them. 
It cannot, however, at the worst la A long, and must he 
followed by great prosperity.

withdraw those issues, or it* they refuss the facilities in 
the collection or transmission o f exchange which they 
have been accustomed to afford; if, in short, without a 
foreign demand for specie, they cqnduct as if there was 
one, they may easily lock up in their own 
vaults the 
means of trade, and put them as far beyond the reach of 
traders ¡is if they were sent to tbe furthermost corner of 
the earth. 
An institution like the United States Dank, so tower­ 
ing above all other institutions in the magnitude of its 
m eans, and so concentrated in the springs of its actions, 
has always the power tu excite the movements o( busi­ 
ness to a dangerous activity, or to depress them to a 
ruinous inaction.
